Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1948. 

You  will  appreciate  that,  as  I was  not  here  during  that  period  and 
Dr.  Reid  left  in  October,  1948,  the  report  cannot  be  as  detailed  as  I should 
wish. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Officers  of  the  Borough  for  their  assistance  in 
compiling  the  report,  and  hope  that  for  1949  a much  fuller  and  more 
interesting  report  may  be  presented. 

The  chief  point  to  which  I would  like  to  draw  your  attention  is  the 
condition  of  the  Sewage  Works,  but  I know  since  I took  up  my  appoint- 
ment with  you  this  matter  has  been  gone  into  in  detail  and  action  is  to  be 
taken.  As  the  problem  is  of  a serious  nature  it  must  be  pursued  and 
considered  as  a matter  of  urgency  until  the  new  works  are  completed. 

The  Vital  Statistics,  on  the  whole,  should  give  rise  to  a certain  amount 
of  satisfaction,  and  the  fact  that  the  Infant  Mortality  figure  for  the  period 
is  Nil  is  very  satisfactory.  The  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  for  the  last  five 
years  and  the  Birth  Rate,  although  lower  than  last  year,  still  maintains 
a satisfactory  level.  This  is  the  fourth  year  that  there  has  been  no  case 
of  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough,  and  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified. 
Only  one  case  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  as  compared  with  6 for  1947. 
Measles  with  83  cases  as  compared  with  12  cases  for  1947  was  the  only 
increase  noted. 

I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
I have  received  from  the  Highways  and  Health  Committee  since  my 
appointment.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area — The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,945  acres. 

Population — The  population  of  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  in 
the  Registrar-General’s  report  was  estimated  as  3,599  persons  for  the 
year  1948.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  for  this  year  was  33. 

Deaths — After  the  necessary  adjustment  of  inward  and  outward 
transferable  deaths  for  the  Borough  the  number  of  deaths  assigned  for 
the  period  by  the  Registrar-General  was  34  as  compared  with  48  for  1947. 
The  death  rate  based  on  the  estimated  population  was  9.44  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  13.60  for  the  year  1947.  This  shows  a fall  of  3.16  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate 
per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  shown  in  the  following  table 
covering  a period  from  1944  to  1948.

The  classified  list  of  these  deaths  is  given  in  Table  No.  1 page  14. 
This  classification  is  in  accordance  with  the  International  List  of  Causes 
of  Death  1938.  Table  No.  6 page  19,  shows  the  vital  statistics  for  period 
1891  to  1948  and  includes  the  death  rate  during  this  period. 

Births — The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  Borough  for  1948 
was  67,  made  up  as  follows,  41  males  and  26  females.  This  gives  a rate 
of  18.61  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This  shows  a fall  compared 
with  the  previous  year  when  80  live  births  were  registered  giving  a rate 
of  22.67  which  was  the  highest  for  55  years.  The  following  table  shows 
a comparison  between  the  rates  for  the  Borough  and  for  the  Administra- 
tive County  and  also  England  and  Wales  over  the  period  1944-1948.

Stillbirths — No  stillbirths  were  recorded.  The  rate  per  1,000  of 
population  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.42. 

Illegitimate  Births — There  were  six  illegitimate  births  which  gave  a 
rate  of  89.55  per  thousand  live  births.  The  rate  per  1,000  live  births 
for  1947  was  75.00  This  increase  in  rate  is  explained  by  the  fall  in  the 
total  number  of  births  for  the  year  while  the  same  number  of  illegitimate 
births  were  recorded  for  1948  as  for  1947. 

Infant  Mortality — No  infants  died  before  attaining  their  first  birthday 
and  so  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  is  Nil.  This  is  a very  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1948  is  34.  The 
following  table  shows  a comparison  between  the  rate  for  the  Borough 
and  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory — Laboratory  facilities  for  the  control  and  diagnosis  of 
infectious  diseases  and  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water 
is  afforded  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton 
General  Hospital,  Northampton,  which  gave  very  satisfactory  service 
during  the  period. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Swanspool,  Wellingborough,  for  emergency  use,  and 
is  provided  free  to  Medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  Service — The  Higham  Ferrers  Motor  Ambulance  Asso- 
ciation maintained  a Borough  Motor  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  to 
hospital  of  accident  and  also  non-infectious  cases.  A table  showing  the 
number  of  journeys  and  total  mileage  made  by  this  Service  for  a period 
of  the  last  six  years  is  given  below.  The  Northampton  and  District 
Hospital  Management  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  removal  of 
infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

Nursing  in  the  Home — One  Queen’s  Nurse,  who  holds  the  Certificate 
of  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board,  is  employed  by  the  Higham  Ferrers 
Nursing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing 
Association.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Methodist  Church  School  on  two  Thursday  afternoons  each  month 
and  is  attended  once  per  month  by  a Medical  Officer.  These  clinics  are 
run  by  the  County  Council. 

Antenatal  clinics  are  held  at  Rushden  on  Tuesday  mornings. 

Orthopaedic  clinics  are  also  held  at  Rushden. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — Until  4th  July, 
1948,  accommodation  was  provided  by  the  East  Northamptonshire  Joint 
Hospital  Board  at  their  Hospital  in  Wellingborough,  but  this  hospital 
closed  on  that  date.  One  case  of  measles  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
during  the  period  from  the  Borough.  Infectious  disease  cases  are  now 
treated  at  the  Harborough  Road  Isolation  Hospital,  Northampton.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply.  The  Borough  receives  its  water  supply  from  the 
Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board.  The  sources  of  this  supply 
are  as  follows  : 

(1)  Sywell — impounding  reservoir  has  a capacity  of  about  236,000,000 
gallons  when  full.  This  reservoir  is  fed  by  two  rivers,  rainfall  and 
springs.  It  is  situated  in  the  Wellingborough  Rural  Area  and  about 
two  miles  from  Sywell.  Slow  sand  filters,  clear  water  tank,  pumping 
machinery  and  chlorination  plant  are  used  at  this  works  for  the 
treatment  of  water. 

(2)  Wollaston — wells  in  the  Nene  Gravels  and  feeder  drains.  Mechanical 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  Electric  pumping  system  used. 

(3)  Wymington — wells  situated  about  half-a-mile  from  the  village  of 
Wymington  in  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  Now  only  used  for 
emergency  purposes. 

Routine  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  taken 
from  these  sources  are  made,  and  after  treatment  have  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  Several  water  samples  were  taken  in  the  Borough  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory. 
Chemical  analysis  of  the  treated  water  from  the  three  sources  showed  that 
the  water  was  safe. 

Hardness  of  Water — Sywell  water  shows  13.4  parts  per  100,000  and 
this  is  described  as  a slightly  hard  water  (10-15  parts  per  100,000  of 
hardness  may  be  said  to  be  slightly  hard). 

Wollaston  with  21.2  parts  per  100,000  is  a hard  water  (20-30  parts 
per  100,000  of  hardness  may  be  said  to  be  a hard  water). 

W3/mington  with  33.9  parts  per  100,000  is  very  hard  (a  water  with 
over  30  parts  per  100,000  of  hardness  may  be  said  to  be  very  hard  or 
excessively  hard).  A water  with  a hardness  of  over  30  parts  per  100,000 
should  be  softened,  but  only  one  of  the  three  sources  falls  into  this  cate- 
gory and  it  is  only  used  in  an  emergency.

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1,118  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a piped  water  supply  ; 43  houses 
are  dependent  on  7 standpipes,  and  12  houses  are  not  provided  with 
water  by  the  Board.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  situation  at  the 
Sewage  works  has  now  become  serious.  The  filter  beds  have  ceased  to 
fulfil  their  normal  duties  and  are  totally  inadequate  and  unable  to  deal 
wdth  the  sewage.  All  that  can  be  said  for  the  works  at  present  is  that 
the  sewage  is  screened  and  some  of  the  solid  material  is  taken  out  in  the 
settling  tanks.  Now  that  the  leather-dressing  factories  are  co-operating 
by  having  screens  installed  at  their  works,  it  is  of  paramount  importance 
that  the  scheme  as  put  up  to  the  Ministry  for  the  provision  of  a new 
Sewage  Works,  should  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  possible. 

Closet  Accommodation — Ten  houses  in  the  Borough  are  not  connected 
to  the  town  sewers.  All  other  houses  and  factories  are  on  the  water 
carriage  system. 

Disinfection — Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  associated  with 
infectious  diseases  are  carried  out  by  liquid  and  gaseous  disinfectants. 
Steam  disinfection  is  carried  out  at  the  Rushden  Urban  District  Council's 
disinfection  plant. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — (Cimex  lectularius) — No  case  of  Cimex 
lectularius  came  to  notice. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — During  the  year  the  whole 
of  the  sewers  have  been  treated  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 
An  initial  treatment  with  a maintenance  treatment.  The  Refuse  Tip 
and  the  Sewage  Works  have  also  been  treated  during  the  year. 

Movable  Dwellings  — Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 — No 
Licences  were  granted. 

Public  Cleansing — 426  loads  with  an  approximate  tonnage  of  852 
were  collected  by  the  Council's  refuse  lorry  and  deposited  at  Meadow 
Lane  tip  where  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out.  The  trade  refuse  is 
deposited  at  the  Stanwick  Road  tip.

HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  160  applicants  for  Council  houses 
on  the  books.  The  demand  for  housing  in  the  Borough  still  remains 
acute. 

Forty-eight  houses,  construction  of  which  had  commenced  prior  to 
1948,  were  completed  during  the  year,  and  work  commenced  on  another 
sixteen  houses. 

Five  licences  were  issued  for  the  building  of  private  houses.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926 — There  are  ten  names  on  the  register 
of  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Retailers  of  Milk.  One  dairy  farmer  is 
licensed  by  the  County  Council  as  a producer  of  Accredited  Milk.  One 
retailer  retails  Pasteurised  milk  only,  and  one  retailer  is  licensed  to  retail 
Accredited  milk. 

Milk  Supply-  -48  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality. 
The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  The  classifica- 
tion of  the  results  were  :

Food  Premises — These  were  inspected  periodically  during  the  year. 

Food  Inspection — During  the  year,  it  was  only  necessary  to  issue 
certificates  in  respect  of  9|  lbs.  of  Cheese  which  was  voluntarily  sur- 
rendered. A marked  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  privately 
was  apparent.  These  were  all  inspected. 

Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940 — The  Meat 
which  is  supplied  to  the  Borough  is  inspected  at  the  Rushden  Industrial 
Co-operative  Society’s  Slaughterhouse  which  is  controlled  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food.

Pneumonia — There  were  four  cases  notified  with  three  deaths.  Two 
cases  were  notified  the  year  previously. 

Erysipelas — No  cases  were  notified. 

Measles — There  were  83  cases  notified  as  compared  with  12  cases 
in  1947.  One  case  was  removed  to  hospital. 

Influenza — No  notifications  were  received. 

Whooping  Cough — One  case  was  notified  as  against  six  in  1947. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum — No  cases  were  notified.  There  was  one 
case  last  year. 

Poliomyelitis — No  cases  were  notified. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia — One  case  was  notified. 

Tuberculosis — Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Two  of  these  cases  occured  in  males  and  one  in  a female. 
No  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  during  1948.  In  1947  there  were 
three  notifications  and  two  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Table  No.  5, 
page  18,  gives  the  age  incidence  of  new  cases. 

Rushden  House  Sanatorium  admitted  two  cases  from  Higham  Ferrers 
during  the  period  and  two  persons  were  discharged  during  the  year. 

Twenty-eight  names  were  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Twenty-four  were  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  four  suffering  from  non-pulmonary  infections. 

No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  section  172. 


SECTION  G. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

In  the  case  of  all  factories  the  provisions  as  to  Sanitary  conveniences 
are  on  the  whole  satisfactorily  maintained.  In  those  factories  where 
mechanical  power  is  not  used  provisions  as  to — cleanliness,  number 
employed,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors — there  was 
no  occasion  for  serious  complaint.  There  was  no  action  necessary  in 
respect  of  homework  (Sections  110  and  111).  Form  572  (Revised)  has 
been  abridged  and  is  given  as  Table  No.  7,  on  page  20.
